Dear  Governor  Judge; 

As  required  by  Sections  82-4001  and  82-4002,  R.G.M.  1947,  and  Management 
Memo  1-74-10,  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Livestock  covering  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1974,  is  transmitted  herewith. 

The  major  accomplishments  of  the  Department  in  Fiscal  Year  1974  include: 


Intensified  study  of  the  "Weak  Calf  Syndrome",  through  use  of 
two-county  epidemiological  survey  as  definitive  approach  to  an 
undiagnosed  new-born  calf  disease,  the  cost  of  which  approaches 
one-million  dollars  per  year  to  stockmen  of  two  counties. 

Responded  to  USDA  Veterinary  Services  "Personnel  Realignment 
Program"  by  consolidating  federal  clerical  personnel  into  single 
state-federal  records  department  and  field  veterinarians  into 
enlarged  responsibilities  sharing  equally  with  state  veterin- 
arians . 

Realigned  inspection  personnel  to  accomodate  peak  responsibility 
culminating  in  more  Inspection  and  Control  Program  inspections 
with  no  increase  in  personnel  and  a reduction  in  livestock  theft 
by  more  comprehensive  surveillance.  The  increased  surveillance 
of  livestock  theft  and  losses  has  been  materially  assisted  by 
the  granting  of  monies  from  the  governor's  Crime  Commission  of 
Montana  to  our  Department  for  additional  programs  of  livestock 
investigations  and  helicopter  surveillance  and  additional  authority.

Provide  improved  technology  in  amimal  disease  diagnosis  and  to  aid  in  main- 
tenance of  a safe  wholesome  milk  amd  milk  products  supply. 


PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES 

1.  Furnish  laboratory  support  so  essential  to  the  successful  function  of  the 
Disease  Control  Program,  the  Dairy  and  Milk  Inspection  Program  and  the 
Poultry  auid  Egg  Inspection  Program. 

2.  Provide  assistance  to  veterinarians  and  livestock  owners,  through  scien- 
tifically valid  testing  and  diagnostic  procedures  to  determine  the  cause 
of  cuiimal  losses  due  to  poisons,  non- infectious  diseases  auid  conditions 
not  readily  diagnosadsle  in  the  field. 

3.  Apply  new  scientific  developments  in  the  disciplines  of  virology,  bac- 
teriology, pathology,  parasitology,  serology,  chemistry  and  toxicology, 
through  personnel  training  and  equipment  purchases,  for  the  protection 
against  disease  ravage  in  amimals  and  zoonotic  diseases  affecting  humans. 


EVALUATION 

1.  Added  new  diagnostic  technics  through  improved  serological  testing  pro- 
cedures. 

2.  Maintained  diagnostic  support  for  livestock  industry  and  veterinarians 
and  capability  for  approved  testing  of  cUiimal  food  products  in  export 
trade  from  Montana.  A total  of  221,722  diagnostic  tests  were  made,  cm 
increase  of  10.37%  over  the  previous  year.

PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES 

1.  Participate  in  special  training  of  personnel  and  planning  of  emergency 
disease  practices  as  measures  to  prevent  a broad  outbreak  of  foreign 
animal  diseases. 

2.  Improve  field  diagnostic  and  disease  control  measures  to  further  mini- 
mize loss  to  livestock  producers. 


EVALUATION 

1.  Identified  cattle  source  of  two  Salmonella  outbreaks  in  Montana  people. 

2.  Conducted  most  extensive  epidemiological  study  of  "Weak  Calf  Syndrme 
in  Western  U.S.  to  pursue  direction  for  research  study  and  field  diag- 
nostic measures.  The  economic  impact  of  this  disease  approached  one 
million  dollar  loss  per  year  in  Beaverhead  and  Ravalli  Counties  since 

1971. 

3.  Aided  in  skunk  raUaies  s\irveillance  and  control  programs  in  a decisive 
effort  to  minimize  the  threat  and  spread  in  Montana. 

4.  Through  normal  surveillauice  systems, this  Bureau  supplied  the  prelimin^y 
epidemiologic  data  to  the  Department  of  Health  which  resulted  in  confir- 
mation of  three  cases  of  human  brucellosis  this  year.

PROGRAM  GOAL 


To  assure  Montana  consumers  a safe  and  wholesome  supply  of  milk,  milk  pro- 
ducts, and  eggs. 

PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES 

1.  To  maintain  a fluid  milk  supply  that  will  continue  to  be  acceptable 
throughout  Montana  and  in  interstate  commerce  as  required  by  the  U.S. 
Public  Health  Service. 

2.  Continue  to  aid  producers  and  manufacturers  of  milk  products  in  develop- 
ing better  supply  and  improved  products. 

3.  Maintain  proper  grade  and  quality  of  market  eggs  produced  in  Montana  and 
protect  consumer  against  inferior  imported  eggs.

1.  Maintained  a fluid  milk  supply  acceptable  in  interstate  commerce  and 
free  of  a milk  borne  disease  outbreak  in  consumers. 

2.  Consolidated  personnel  to  provide  inspection  of  fluid  milk, milk  products 
and  eggs  by  one  less  employee  and  increased  product  sampling  and  in- 
spections over  the  previous  year . 

3.  Increased  milk  industry  interest  and  self  determination  in  maintaining 
surveillance  of  raw  and  finished  products  through  their  own  inspections 
and  product  quality  check.

PROGRAM  GOAL 


Reduce  the  loss  of  livestock  due  to  theft,  fraud,  or  other  unlawful  practices 
and  to  facilitate  livestock  movement  by  providing  professional  livestock 
brand  inspection.  Prcxnote  fair  ccxnpetition  in  the  livestock  industry  and  pro 
tect  the  rancher  by  licensing  and  bonding  livestock  dealers  engaged  in  busi  - 
ness  in  the  state. 

PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES 


1.  Upgrade  the  law  enforcement  unit  by  utilizing  courses  presented  at  the 
Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academny,  in-service-training  sessions,  and  other 
schools. 

2.  Effectively  enforce  the  livestock  laws  of  the  state  and  accurately  record 
livestock  marks,  brands,  amd  movanent. 

3.  Assist  and  cooperate  with  other  law  enforcement  agencies  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  felony  amd  misdemeanor  cases  involving  livestock. 

4.  License  auid  adequately  bond,  according  to  business  volume,  all  livestock 
dealers  amd  traders  doing  business  in  Montana.  Investigate  all  suspected 
dealers  and  traders  to  determine  the  need  for  bonding  and  licensing. 

EVALUATION 

1.  Inspected  2,915,215  head  of  cattle  for  brands  and  determination  of  owner- 
ship. 

2.  Inspected  1,125,715  cattle  and  horses  at  maurkets  compared  to  1,096,776  the 
previous  yeaur,  with  the  saune  work  force. 

3.  Conducted  53  investigations  that  resulted  in  court  action. 

4.  Issued  435  licenses  this  year  as  compared  to  414  the  previous  year.  This 
resulted  in  more  protection  to  the  livestock  industry.

PROGRAM  EVALUATION 

1.  A Strychnine  Alkaloid  Skunk  Control  program  was  carried  out  with  per- 
mission from  E.P.A.  An  evaluation  of  this  program  shows  that  the  toxi- 

cant was  successful  in  reducing  skunk  populations  while  not  adversely 
affecting  other  wildlife  species. 

2.  A Rabies  Surveillance  program  was  conducted  in  ten  counties.  Rabies  was 
diagnosed  in  four  skunks  from  two  of  those  counties. 
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
